chaia and Pelopenzeſus, building a Church after 
that order at Argos, & in other Cities of Achaia, 
When true proportion and reaſon was not known z 
afterwards the Athenians making war upon Aſia, 
choolipg for Captain J ONUS the ſon of X#- 
thus, whom Caria called titat after their Cap- 
tains name : eredting Temples to their Gods be- 
gan firit with Apello's Temple, and building one 
in Achaia, called that Dorica, becauſe being the 
hrſt of that order inine Cities Dor:con - when 
rhey would have placed thoſe Columnes in that 
Temple, having hor true proportion, and ſeeking 
by all means they might bring ir to paſle, and fit- 
reſt ro beare the iro andy allowable ſtrength, 
meaſuring the foot of a ſtrong fathioned man, and 
finding his height,fix rimes the length. of his foor, 
by that meaſure finiſhed all the parts of this Pil- 
lar, forthe Temple of Apel!s.
